The German Election. 


The Emperor’s rescript has had 
one effect which was anticipated 
some time ago. It has inspired the 
Socialists to greater activity. They 
haye not waited to ascertain the 
result of the Emperor’s plans. 
What Bismarck had anticipated 
has become a fact. The Socialists 
have elected a greater number of 
members to the Reichstag than 
ever before. They have elected 
twenty-one’ members, with the 
prospe as Many more, or even 
a greater number, on the second 
ballot. | While they will not have a 
majority, they. will be a powerful 
minority in the next Reichstag: 
If the plan of the Emperor really 
was to head off the action of the 
Socialists, it has signally failed. 
They have decided to shape their 
own measures and to work within 
their own organization. The 
Imperial plan has not won general 
acceptance. What effect this will 
have upon the proposed Labor 
Congress is stillan open question. 
They do not believe that the Ger- 
man Emperor has really at heart 
their interests. Neither do they 
see any necessity in calling a con- 
ference of nations to consider the 
labor question. The work of 
amelioration, they hold, is to be- 
gin at home immediately. 

The Socialists, says the Bulletin, 
have, in the recent election, voted 
that a case of extreme urgency is 
before them. Their plans will be 
more fully developed in the Reich- 
stag. But heretofore the whole in- 
fluence of the Government has 
been against them. Bismarck has 
fought against every inch of 
the ground claimed by the Social- 
ists. It is well known that 
Frederick, the father of the present 
Emperor, had cherished plans for 
the betterment of the condition of 
the industrial classes of Germany. 
He had foreshadowed his plans on 
coming to the throne. His term 
was too short to accomplish any- 
thing in that behalf. But neither 
Bismarck nor the young man who 
succeeded Frederick, were in sym- 
pathy with the latter. 

The Socialists and all who were 
agitating for the improvement of 
the industrial elements had cher- 
ished the hope of most beneficient 
results from Frederick’s reign. 


They never doubted his siucerity.. 


Since his death they have expected 
nothing from Bismarck, and have 
apparently put little faith in the 


promises of the Emperor. 


We publish to-day an article 
from the Oakland Tribune giving 
the reason why Francis G. New- 
lands has taken up a residence in 
this State; also, his reasons for 
leaving the Democrate party. That 
Mr. Newlands is here for political 
preferment the GAZETTE never be- 
lieved, but when we saw that he 
had come here to make his home 
with us, and was disposed to invest 
largely in this State and assist in 
solving the irrigation question, we 
extended to him the right hand of 
good fellowship, and were anxious 
to aid him in every way possible 
in carrying out his noble under- 
taking. Of all our rich men, Mr. 
Newlands is the first to come to 
our assistance, and we honor him 
for it. But when the Tribune says

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“AT AN IRISH WAKE. - 


Unique Features of a Funeral Ob- 
gervance on the Old Sod. 


How Celtic Mourners “« Wake” the Dead— 
Ohatting and Sstory-Telling Around 
the Corpse—The Ubiquitous Pipe 
and Black Bottle. 


The custom of “‘waking” the dead in 
Ireland, says the London Spectator, 
though by no means existing in its 
ancient glory and vigor, still obtains in 
a modified and shorn form in many 
country districts. Briefly described, it 
amounts to this—that the neighbors of 
the deceased assemble and spend the 
night in the room with the corpse, 
chatting and telling stories; in the 
meanwhile, of course, taking ‘‘a blast 
av the pipe,” and a drop of ‘‘the cray- 
thure” to sustain them during their 
vigil. The conversation on such) oc- 
casions naturally turns, toa large ex- 
tent, to the virtues of the departed, 
which are duly embellished with all the 
natural eloquence of the speakers. No 
one unfamiliar with Ireland can at all 
realize what a scene a ‘‘wake” presents; 
and we propose to give a sort of speci- 
men of the conversation which prevails 
on such an occasion. 

“An ould follyer” is generally in a 
seat of honor, close by the head of the 


the family, and asshe rocks her aged 
body backward and forward she pours 
forth with a mellifluous Southern 
brogue, ina sad, wailing tone, a long 
piece of delightfully discursive domes- 
tic history. ‘‘Ah, -wisha, wisha, lave 
me alone, the masther was a grand man: 

Thade Regan was the grand man; he 
milked up to forty cows.” (This implies 
that he was a dairy-farmer whose stock 
amounted to that number.) ‘Shure it’s 
meself remimbers the day av his wed- 
din’; Lard Edward was at home at the 
time by the same token, an’ as hé wint 
by our cabin I heerd me mother to say: 
‘By gar, there’s th? lard up!’ An’shure 
enough he was, for he was on his way to 
Tim Hoolahan’s, who was minding thir- 
ty hogs forhim. ‘Turn thim out, Tim,’ 
says the lard, ‘turn thim out,’ says he, 
‘for I want to choose out two av thim,’ 
sayshe. ‘To be shure, and why not, 
your honor’s glory. me lard?’ says Tim; 
and, whin he had thim out, the lard 
makes chice av wan widout a tail, an’ av 
anoder widout anear! An’ thin he says 
to Tim, says he: ‘Have thim two bastes 
kilt,’ says he, ‘an’ give them to the 
people that’s comin’ to Thade Regan’s 
weddin’,’ says he, ‘for their dinner,’ says 
he. Ah, wisha, deeling, but the lard 
was mighty fond av poor Thade; may 
God be wid thim both! An’ don’t I well 
remimber thetime that poor Thade, rest 
his sowl, bought a farm near the red 
bog an’ how I attinded at oe dinner that 
same day.” head ah al 

At this juncture, aaktie speaker, 
thinking he should haye an innings, of- 
fersthe nurse a drink; and while she is 
occupied with it he observes: ‘‘Wisha, 
awenoch, it was the poor masther that 
was fand av his marning drop; many’s 
the time he’d take me wid him into Judy 
Molan’s little public, an’ he'd say: 
‘Judy,’ he’d say, ‘give Nicnolas some- 
thing to warm him, and take the could 
oat av hisstumick this Peeethy morning.’ 
An by and by he’d say: Nicholas, man, 
won’t ye have a glass?’ an’ I’d tell him 
I had wan; but he’d say: ‘Don’t tell me; 
you had not;’ an’ av coorse I'd say: ‘It 
isn’t for the likes av me to contradict a 
gintleman like your honor,’ an’ Judy 
would fill it up again.” 

A driver of a hearse who was present 
would add reflections which seemed to 
him suitable to the occasion: 
all that I have been a driving a hearse 
man an’ boy these twinty years an’ more, 
I have druy’ rich an’ poor; an’ whin the 
wind was an me back, the smell av them 
both was just alike; an’ I didn’t like it 
nather. And whin I comes acrossa man 
who has two or three hundred pounds, 
an’ sees all his capers an’ antics, I says 
to meself: ‘What a gladiathur yeare; but 
wait, me boy, until I have ye in the 
hearse, an’ then ye’ll be quiet an’ aisy 
enough.’ Shure I wanst druv a jedge to 
the graveyard; an’ I saw the yalla clay 
shoveled down on him as wellas another 
—an’ he rotting wid money. God save 
us!” ‘This observation called forth a 
general exclamation: ‘Well, oe 
a terror.” The old nurse—‘‘a rred 
and wrinkled piece of womanhood”— 
being now refreshed, would take up her 
parable again, and offer her snuff-box, or 
rather her snuff, to every one present. 
It was done in this way: holding the box 
in her right hand, she poured out some 
of its contents on the palm of her left. 
Whether you used the snuff or not, it 
was considered unlucky and uncivil to 
refuse to take a pinch of it. : 

Among the lower classes ‘‘wakes” are 
still very prevalent; beggars have their 
own “wakes,” and even little children 
are ‘‘waked.” A. wake is quite an ex- 
pensive ceremony toa poor, struggling 
working-man or tradesman; but he feels 
that he would loss caste without hold- 
ing it, and he has not the moral courage 
to break through the custom. a. ex- 
penses of a wake in the “‘strong” farm- 
ing class are a very serious item, indeed. 
The Roman Catholic clergy nowadays 
generally or universally disceurage this 
custom; but itis so deeply rooted that 
its eradication must be a’ question of

Who was a Relative of Two Keno

The late Hon. Senator John Mac- 
donald, who died at Toronto on the 4th 
of February, says the Montreal Wit- 
ness, was born at Perth, Scotland, in 
December, 1824, was educated in the 
regimental school of the 93d Suther- 
land Highlanders and subsequently at 
Dathousie College, Halifax, N. S., and 


at Bay Street Academy, Toronto. 
Senator Macdonald was the head of 
the importing house of John Macdon- 
ald & Co., Toronto, and Manchester, 
Eng. ; was a member of the Councii of 
the Evangelical Alliance of Ontario. 
He sat for Toronto West in the Cana- 
dian Assembly from the general elec- 
tions of 1863 until the union, when he 
was defeated for the seat in the Com- 
mons. On Mav 21, 1875, he was re- 
turned by acclamation for ‘Toronto 
Centre and sat until the general elec- 
tions of 1878. He was called to the 
Senate by the Conservative Govern- 
ment on November 9, 1887. He de- 
clined to follow the Reform party into 
the coalation in 1864 and voted against 
confederation. He was an Indepen- 
dent in politics, though generally 
agreeing with the Liberal party. 

His wife was a Miss Alcove, and a 
cousin of R. H. Lindsay and sister of 
Reno. a

To begin with, he did no go to Ne- 
vada in the hope of getting office, ner 
did he-change his politics because he 
found that the State was Republican. 
At the death of Senator Sharon, New- 
lands found himself in charge of an 
estate worth several millions, but bur- 
dened with liabilities to the extent of 
four millions, much of which had been 
incurred by Sharon’s detérmination to 


sustain the fortunes of the Bank of 
California and accept the responsibility 
of straightening out Kalston’s estate. 
‘He found himself forced to carry on a 
lawsuit which, under the express com- 
mands of Senator Sharon, could not 
be compromised and the suit had been 
decided against Sharon, the decision 
being sustained by such a large major- 
ity of the Supreme Court that a rever- 
sal was not to be expected. With the 
assistance of his law partners, Allen & 
Herrin, he went to work at the case 
in a steady methodical way, tried law 
instead of sensational evidence, and in 
due time won a complete victory in the 
State as well a3 the United States 
Courts. 

His co-trustee, Fred Sharon, had no 
special inclination for the contest, and 
the whole burden of the business man- 
agement of the estate fell on Newlands’ 
shoulders. 

At the time that a conflict between 
the United States courts and the State 
courts seemed imminent; when Judge 
Sullivan was determined to see that 
the decree against the estate should be 
carried into effect, and Judge Sawyer 
was as firmly determined to allow no 
interference with the decree of his 
court stopping the proceedings, Mr. 
Newlands was the sole resident trustee 
of the estate. He saw a way out of the 
conflict by removing beyond the juris- 
diction of the State court until the 
matter could he finally settled, and he 
took occasion to go to Nevada, where 
by far the larger share of the Sharon 
estate is invested. 
Months before this he had announced 
to his friends and all inquirers that he 
could no longer vote with the Demo- 
cratic partv. His change of politics 
was based entirely on his inability to 
acquiesce in the policy of the adminis- 
tration. President Cleveland’s remark- 
able proclamation on the tariff ques- 
tion startled him. He saw in the pro- 
posed reduction of protective duties a 
menace to the prosperity of the coun- 
try. He had been one of those Demo- 
crats who had always believed that 
their party meant nothing more than a 
proper adjustment of duties and did not 
contemplate an abandonment of the 
protective system. But when Cleve- 
land’s position was endorsed by the 
party, when the campaign was begun 
on the square as one of free trade, he 
found he could not follow the party 
leaders and quietly left them. 
Probably no man on the coast had 
any better opportunity to judge of the 
effect of a change in the protective sys- 
tem than Newlands. The estate of 
which he had charge is interested to 
the extent of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the second largest vineyard 
and orchard in California, and is the 
largest owner of silver mines and mills 
in the State of Nevada. 

He saw the products ,of California 
vinevards and Nevada mines threat- 
aned by the administration, and his 
reason rebelled against the acts of the 
party in power. He said the manufac- 
turing interests of the city of San Fran- 
cisco would be in danger if free trade 
prevailed, and as the representative of 
the estate, which is the second largest 
owner of land and houses on this 
peninsula, he declined to assist in the 
destruction of property values. He 
was not alone in his belief that danger 
threatened the State in the event of 
Democratic success. J. Barth 
Shorb, the most brilliant member of 
the Democratic party, a man whose 
voice had been raised a hundred times 
in public on behalf of Democratic prin- 
ciples, openly renounced allegiance to 
the party that proposed to strike a 
blow at the largest interests of Califor- 
nia. Hundreds of Democrats—as the 
vote showed—left the party ranks for 
the same reason, and have not yet re- 
turned. Mr. Newlands made no fuss; 
he did not ask for a leading place on 
the other side, nor did he pose asa 
shining éxample. He simply said: ‘‘I 
am under no obligation to vote with a 
party of whose policy I do not ap- 
prove,” and went to the polls to exer- 
cise his prerogative, as every American 
citizen has the right to do. 

After that he went to Nevada, and 
finding his surroundings congenial, he 
remained there. His interests in the 
State are larger than that of any other 
individual or firm. The Sharon estate 
owns or controlls nearly all of the 
mines in Virginia City known as the 
South End . It is the largest 
shareholder in the railroad running

Louis or in Washington, helping to 
impress Congress with the importance 
of legislation in favor of restoring silver 
to its proper place as a precious metal ; 
and every one admits that the great 
industry of Nevada could not have had 
an abler or 2 more eloquent advocate.- 
All that he has done has been prompted 
by no other motive save the desire to 
advance the interests placed in his 
hands, and those of his fellow-citizens, 
and if there is a movement on foot to 
send him to the Senate or the House of 
Representatives, where he can carry on 
the fight for Nevada more effectually, I 
can only say that it is one of the rare 
instances in which the public have had 
the sense to pick out the best possible 
man for the place. 
All the talk about Newlands schem- 
ing for a place in Congress is nonsense. 
Had he wanted to go there, all he 
needed to do was sign a check, and not 
a very big check either.

I should be glad if I could flat- 
ter myself that I came as near to the 
central idea of the occasion, in twor 
hours, as you did in two minutes.”’

In our respective parts yes- 
terday you could not have been ex- 
cused to make a short address, nor la 
long one. -I am pleased to know.that 
in your judgment the little I did say 
was not entirely a failure. Of course 
I knew that Mr. Everett would not 
fail; and yet, while the whole dis- 
course was eminently satisfactory, and 
will be of great value, there were pass- 
ages in it which transcend my expecta- 
tions. The point made against the 
theory of the General Government 
being only an agency, whose princi- 
pals are the States, was new to me, 
and, as I think, is one of the best ar- 
guments for the national supremacy. 
The tribute to our noble women for 
their angel ministering to the suffering 
soldiers surpassed in its way, as do the 
cera of it, whatever has gone be- 
ore.’’
